Discussed Monday 

A secondary road budget of 
$321,367 was approved^ by the 
County Board of Supervisors on 
Monday at their regular May 
meeting. The budget was present- 
ed by J. H. Phillips, resident engi- 
neer, who explained that the 
amount Is $68,000 over last year's 
budget, and was made available 
to the county* based on new cen- 
sus figures. Last year's total was 
$253,09*. AH of the money comes 
from the Slate. 

Mr. Phillips said that the bud- 
get includes maintenance on the 
county's 321 miles of secondary 
roads. 

J. M. Hagan, also of the high- 
way department, discussed the 
box culvert being constructed at 
North Landing. The supervisors 
previously had gone on record as 
approving a steel and concrete 
bridge, expressing concern as to 
whether the culvert would accom- 
plish the necessary drainage in 
the area. Mr. Hagan assured the 
group that If the culvert does not 
answer the purpose that another 
will be built alongside the one 
now under construction. 

North Virginia Beach Traffic 

Also discussed with Mr. Hagan 
was the problem of curbs on 
heavy traffic in the North Vir- 
ginia Beach area. He said that

Bead Budget 

Largest item listed In the road 
budget is $119,000 for mainte- 
nance of existing county roads. 
Another expenditure of $16,000 
will be made to resurface two 
miles on Route 600 near the 'Asa- 
lea Gardens, nine-tenths of a 
mile on Pleasure House Road, and 
another seven-tenths of a mile 
between Routes 615 and 165. 

Also Included is $50,000 for re- 
pairs on about eight miles of 
roadway which will be taken Into 
the county system next year. Al- 
ii together, the county will assume 
maintenance of 16 additional 
miles of secondary roads. 

The supervisors appropriated 
$1,000 for the Chesapeake Beach 
o Vlunteer Fire Department. Chief 
W. J. Leveridge asked for that 
sum to complete a fire station. 
The board denied Leverldge's re- 
quest for $50 monthly in addi- 
tion to the $160 monthly grant 
now received by the department. 

The Kempsville Volunteer Fire 
Department, Just being formed, 
was allocated $1,000. 

The supervisors approved the 
transfer of $25,000 from the 
county's emergency fund to the 
Bounty's general fund.

Office Price Stabilization 
Answers Sons Questions 



For the information of the 
readers of this paper, the Norfolk 
^Office of Price Stabilization has 
released the following set of 
questions end answers, clarifying 
certain phases of the price stabili- 
sation program: 

Q. Do hardware dealers have to 
list on £ pricing chart ail items 
carried in their stores? 

A. No. They are required to list 



on pricing charts only those 
goods that may be classed as 
"household wares"-brooms, mops. 
Cleaners, fireplace sets, and other 
Hems clearly set forth in Ceiling 
Price Regulation 7 or its amend- 
ments 1 and 2. 

Q. When must these charts be 
filed with the Office of Price 
Stabilization? 

A. The deadline for filing the

Q Where should merchants in 
the Hampton Roads area file their 
charts? 

A. Merchants in Tidewater Vir- 
ginia should mail or bring their 
charts to the Norfolk OPS Dis- 
trict Office, 1216 Oranby Street, 
Norfolk, Virginia. 

Q. Are all merchants coming 
under Ceiling Price Regulation re- 
quired to file these charts with 
the Norfolk OPS Office by May 
30, 1951? 

A. Yes.

Q. What are some common 

omissions that have caused pric- 
ing charts to have to be returned 
to their senders? 

A. They are numerous: proper 
signature missing; business name 
and address not given; list date 
nbt given, or given incorrectly; 
type of store not shown; sales 
bracket (volume of business) not 
shewn; net costs of items not 
listed in order from lowest to 
highest. There are others, but 
these are the most frequent. 

Q. After a merchant has. filed 
his pricing chart, when must he 
begin pricing under the chart? 

A. Rot later than May 30, 1981. 

Q. Must he expect an acknow- 
ledgment of receipt of his chart 
from the Office of Price stabili- 
sation? 

A. Yes. If his chart is not re- 
ceived, accepted, and acknowledg- 
ed by the 6ff ice of Price stabili- 
zation on or before June 30, 1951, 
the ^nerchant may not legally 
continue to conduct his business 
in sale of those items eontrolled 
by Regulation 7 or its Amend- 
ments 1 aha 2. 

Q. Is it possible that a merchant 
may be governed by more than 
one Office of Price Stabilisation 
regulation? 

A. It is entirely possible: A mer- I 
chant who conducts -a general 1 
merchandise ctcre might be con- 
trolled by Regulation 11, if he 
offers for sale sandwiches . and 
other meal-type foods; Regulation 
13, if he conducts a filling sta- 
tion in conjunction with his store; 
Regulat m 7, if he, handles dry 
goods a .id clothing: Regulation 
15 or 16 .1 he sells groceries; and 
there rvt other possibilities. 

Q. ' >js"t grocery stores file pric- 
ing 1. .,ris? 

A. «_- y if he offers for sale ar- 
ticles controlled by CeHing Price 
Regulation 7 or its Amendments 
1 and 2, principally "household 
wares," In order to -comply with 
price stabilization regulations, 
they are r:qrj:red to post con- 
spicuously iii their sores a no- 
tice, informing the public of the 
class of their store vby rnnuai 
volume of business)— No. 1. 2, 3, 
or 4. 

Q. Is that all a grocer must do 
to comply with the regulations? 

A. No. He must post on the 
package or container, on the 
shelf, or on the bin the price he 
is charging; it may be well under 
the ceiling price allowed, bat nev- 
er above it. In addition, he must 
fill out and send to his. nearest 
District OPS Office a form catt- 
ed "Public Form No. 5."

Mr. Wyse said that 
flremen and 

possible targets arost play a large 
role in helping stricken citizens. 
In addition, he said every county 
in the Commonwealth now has 
ground o b se rve r stations to co- 
operation with the Ah* Force as 
a part of the Aircraft Warning 
System. These stations ptoy a 
vital role in keeping a' watch on 
air activity in order that popu- 
lous centers may be warned in 
time of the approach of possible 
enemy craft and prepare for an 
attack. 

The American Red Cross has 
assumed responsibility for train- 
ing nurses' aides, and giving 
classes in home nursing and first 
aid. "It Is the goal of the civilian 
defense organization eventually 
to have every citizen of the Com- 
monwealth, fifteen years of age 
or older, trained in first aid," Mr. 
Wyse said. He also stressed the 
importance of purses' aides and 
training in home nursing point- 
ing out. that in the event of a 
disaster or of an enemy attack 
tnere would likely be an extreme 
shortage . of nurses to care for 
casualties. 

Areas outside the possible tar- 
gets also will be responsible for 
taking care of the casualties and 
evacuees from attacked areas un- 
til the damage can be repaired 
sufficiently for more normal op- 
eration. 

Mr. Wyse urged Virginia citi- 
zens to get in touch with the di- 
rector or coordinator In their 
localities and to volunteer for 
duty In whatever phase of the 
civilian defense program they are 
best qualified to serve and in 
which they are most interested. 

The director and coordinator 
of civilian defense for Princess 
Anne County is Ivan D. Mapp. W. 
P. Patton Is director and Reeves 
SI. Johnson coordinator for Vir- 
ginia Beach.

Local miming activity is due 
for a precipitous drop unless de- 
fense agencies in Washington 
modify their extreme and un- 
necessary controls affecting con- 
struction, ac co rd ing to R. B. Tay- 
lor, local building materials deal- 
er and m em b er of the Public Af- 
fairs Committee of the National 
Lumber Dealers -Association. 

"Restrictions on housing and 
ether building have come so fast, 
in the effort to conserve critical 
metals for the defense produc- 
tion program, that surpluses of 
many building products are de- 
veloping rapidly," Mr. Taylor 
said. "Yet these excess inven- 
tories cannot be used because of 
the emergency restrictions. - 

"The cutbacks in construction 
are only beginning to be felt, be- 
cause work planned or started 
some months ago Is not affected. 

"White the controls are not as 
severe as in World War II, when 
the country went into all-out war 
production, they nevertheless are 
more restrictive than they need 
be under the circumstances. For 
some unexplained reason, the 
building industry Is being singled 
out for greater sacrifices than any 
other major industry. 

"Under the latest defense regu- 
lations, some types of construc- 
tion are forbidden outright and 
many others, including stores, 
large factories, garages, office 
buildings, and warehouses, can- 
not be built unless a special per- 
mit la received from the National 
Production Authority. 

"The cumbersome permit sys- 
tem in Itself Is a serious obstacle 
because many weeks often are 
required to get the necessary per- 
mission to build, even when the 
government has no objections. 
NPA already was six weeks be- 
hind in handling applications for 
permits before It expanded the 
list of buildings for Which per- 
mits are required." 



Korean Veterans 
Now Eligible for 
Hospital Benefits 

Under the terms of Public Law 
28 to extend certain benefits to 
veterans of the Korean conflict, 
signed by the President on May 
11, persons who served In the 
armed forces on or after June 27.

The Mary Department has an- 
nounced a nation-wide program 
to develop executive talent among 
Ms elvihan' employees. 

the plan, which has been ap- 
proved by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, makes available oppor- 
tunities for administrative train- 
ing to outstanding civilian em- 
ployees in naval shipyards, air 
stations, ordnance stations, re- 
search laboratories, and other 
activities. 

Previously, the program had 
been limited to Navy employees 
in the Washington, D. C, area. 

The, Civil Service Commission 
said that tins is the first nation 
wide civilian executive develop- 
ment program established by any 
Federal agency. 

Under the new plan, typical 
training groups will include the 
following types of employees: 

1. Young persons of high level 
learning ability arui good perso- 
nality who need administrative 
experience as a basis for future 
promotion < to an executive po- 
sition. 
' 2. Administrative specialists. In 
grades G8-7 through GS-15, Who 
are qualified in present special- 
ties, and show good potential, but 
who need planned experience In 
other administrative fields to be- 
come competent executives or ad- 
ministrators. ' 

3. Professional or scientific em- 
ployees who need administrative 
experience to continue advance- 
ment In professions and sciences. 

4. Wage board employees show- 
ing good potential who are in su- 
pervisory positions, or who have 
the necessary experience qualifi- 
cations for such positions. 

A letter to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Robert Ramspeck, 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, calls this program a 
"progressive step taken at a time 
when the selection and develop- 
ment of competent executive and 
administrative personnel will play 
so vital a part in ouf defense ac- 
tivities." 



Navy Enlistment 
Restrictions lifted 
Due to Needs 

Current restrictions on the 
number of men that can be ac- 
cepted for enlistment in the U. B. 
Navy are betag lifted due to the 
increased quotas of men needed 
to man the large numbers of 
ships that are being "detnoth- 
balled," and men can now be en- 
listed immediately due to larger 
quotas that have been given to 
the local recruiting station. Chief 
Petty Officer J. A. Forbes, re- 
cruiter «in charge' of the local 
Navy Recruiting Station, reports. 

Previously, with a restrictive 
quota system in effect, there was 
a four to six weeks waiting per- 
iod between the time a man ap- 
plied for enlistment and the date 
he could actually be enlisted. 
This, Chief Forbes explained, cre- 
ated a "waiting list" of men who 
wanted to enlist m the Navy but 
with the present larger quotas 
this so-called waiting list has 
been absorbed in the local area. 

Enlistments are now open un- 
der several recruit training pro- 
grams to non-veterans 17 to 30 
years of age inclusive, with not 
more than one dependent. These 
men will be transferred to a Nav- 
al Training Center for recruit 
training and subsequent assign- 
ment to further duty in the Navy. 
Chief Forbes pointed out that 
men with previous naval service 
will be re-enlisted if qualified and 
transferred directly to a receiv- 
ing station for assignment with- 
out, the necessity of going through 
recruit training.

concerning roil-backs on 
cattle prices, says Dr. J. L. 
ton. agricultural economist at V. 
P. I. 

More immediately. Dr. Maxton 
sees the likelihood of "fanners 
trying to beat the gun" and sell- 
ing their cattle before the orders 
go into effect. 

This off-season marketing of 
cattle at inefficient weights will 
itself result in over-supply and 
somewhat lower prices immedi- 
ately, the economist believes. 

Another effect of the order 
might -be that packers will buy 
at the lowered prices to replace 
their present inventories, " and 
may suffer little loss. The main 
loss will be borne by the farmer 
who bought at pre-order prices. 

Those farmers— and there are 
many in Virginia — who bought 
high-priced stoekers and* feeders 
to be finished as grass-fed cattle, 
are in s particularly bad position. 
Dr. Maxton says. He also believes 
many producers may choose to 
sell feeder calves they purchased 
as veals before an expected roll- 
back is put on veal prices. 
' (The order in brief: Beginning 
May 20 there will be a 10 per cent 
cut in the price slaughterers may 
pay farmers. There will be two 
additional cuts of 4'/ 2 per cent 
each, August 1 and October 1. 
This means that by October 1 the 
amount slaughterers may pay 
farmers will be 19 per cent less 
than prevailing prices. Ceilings 
are also set on beef for whole- 
salers and retailers.) 

While beef prices are slated to 
go down, feed and other produc- 
tion costs continue to go up, so 
the farmer is caught in a bad 
squeeze, Dr. Maxton says. 

The farmer will stay in beef 
production as long as it is profit- 
able. When it ceases to 'become 
profitable he will turn to some- 
thing else. This will be a question 
to be d^ctded by each individual 
farmer., 

Anoth r factor for Virginia 
farmers to consider, Dr. Maxton 
says, is* the emphasis which has 
been put on the pasture program. 
Now ca tie may be summarily 
sold off thousands of acres of im- 
proved pastures, and farmers will 
no longer get the full benefit of 
the grass. 

A "seller's strike" which has 
been mentioned in some parts of 
the country, would do little good, 
the economist believes. Farmers 
are not likely to go on feeding 
cattle after they have reached 
the best market weight. 

He says the present order, 
"which doesn't seem to take into 
account many important factors" 
probably will be modified after 
officials have hid time to think 
it over and see "the disastrous 
effects to the industry resulting 
from their untimely and unfair 
action."

Norfolk'* disastrous fire which 
destroyed 5,000 ton of newly un- 
loaded mtrat« of soda at the Chil- 
ean Nitrate Sales Corporation 
warehouse Monday might have 
very serious effects upon the farm 
economy of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty. 

According; to H. W. Oaflln, coun- 
ty agent, the situation for the 
farmers can be serious If other 
supplies of the chemical used on 
corn and soybeans cannot be se- 
cured fox the area at once. Mr. 
Oftlin said that the time it is used 
in the fields Is within the next 
two weeks, and that If suppliers 
cannot secure' sufficient replace- 
ments in this area the result "can 
be s?rious." 

The Are loss was estimated at 
$600,000, including property and 
nitrate. The 88 Alamo, out of 
Valparaiso, Chile, whleh was dis- 
charging the nitrate cargo at 
Money Point when the fire broke 
out, escaped in the nick of time 
after frantic blasts of the whistle 
for aid. 

Arturo Fernandez, director gen- 
eral of the shipping company that 
delivered the nitrate, said the ves- 
sel began discharging Saturday at 
noon, and had put ashore all but 
M0 tons of its 7,200-ton cargo of 
nitrate. More than 1,000 tons was 
loaded in box cars, whleh also 
were destroyed In the fire. 

According to reports, the nitrate 
was being shipped away as it was 
unloaded. Some s.ooo tone, how- 
ever, remained on the grounds. 

It was also reported that the 
500 by Its-foot bagging house and 
storage had no stock on hand 
when the ship arrived. The re- 
tail value of $5,000 tons of nitrate 
at $60 a ton would be $$00,000, 
and constituted probably the larg- 
est item in the tosses sustained. 

The big storage house, with its 
bagging machines, belt conveyors, 
truck tractors, three diesel-pow- 
ered scoop shovels, and power 
plant, of approximately $250,000 
value, was completely destroyed. 

Other damage of at least $65,- 
000 was sustained by the Norfolk 
and Portsmouth Belt Line Rail- 
road, including some 25 box cars 
and 1,500 feet of track that must 
be rebuilt. 



North Virginia

North Virginia Beach's drib- 
bling water supply is a thing 
of the past. 

On W edne sd a y, the new 12- 
inch water mam was cut in to 
the delight of residents of the 
area north of the town's limits 
all the way to Port Story. Lit- 
tle or no water tn their water 
pipes was an old and sad tale 
to these people as soon as the 
Summer tourist season got un- 
der way. The county and town 
moved to cure the situation 
with the construction of the 
new line from the town limits 
to 63rd Street where a booster 
pump is located. 

The old 0-Inch pipe line, long 
out-ffloded, was replaced with 
the larger pipe after the Army 
had notified the town that it 
would no longer be able to tie 
into the Army supply line in 
order to bolster the water sup- 
ply. 

A Worth Petty, town sani- 
tation engineer, said that the 
pipes were flushed and chlori- 
nated early this week, samples 
of the water taken and analys- 
ed, and that upon receiving 
the report from laboratory 
tests of the samples the line 
was cut in, all with a "mini- 
mum" of difficulty.

The Nation's more than 300,000 
meat markets win have until Jurfe 
18 to post official OPS remil ceil- 
ing price lists, aceordinP to the 
Norfolk District Office of Price 
Stabilization. 

Because of delays in printing 
the official hits, the agency ex- 
tended the posting requirement 
for two weeks from June 4. Retail 
ceiling prices for beef went into 
effect May 14 and posting of the 
official ceilings had been sche- 
duled to begin withm 20 days. 

The ci Uiuean does not apply 
to the ceiling price list for kosher 
beef sold at retail, however. The 
kosher Hate win be available in 
ample quantity by June 11, the 
date set for their posting. 

Although the retail beef post- 
ing tune le being extended until 
June lt, retailers have been re- 
quired since May 14 to display 
their prices for beef. These prices 
must not be more than the ceil- 
ing price. When the official lists 
are available, housewives will have 
a readily available check that 
these prices are not in excess of 
official OPS ceilings. 

The 8 by 17-inch posters are 
now being prepared by the Gov- 
ernment Printing office. There 
will be 54 different charts— one 
for each of the three groups of 
retailers in the lt retail zones in- 
to which the Nation Is divided. 

The posters, which carry the 
title, "Retail Ceiling Prices for 
Beef," are expected to be avail- 
able in OPS District Office, 1216 
Oranby Street, well in advance of 
the June lt deadline. That date 
has been selected to make sure 
that ah adequate supply will be 
available in all District Offices. 

OPS Porm 8 is the one on whleh 
a retailer notifies the OPS of the 
group into which his store falls- 
Group 1, 2, 3, or 4. since most 
retailers of meat also handle 
groceries, most of them filed OPS 
Form 8 when the grocery celling 
price regulations, cpr IS and 
CPR It, were issued and have 
their classifications. 

Meat retailers filing forms for 
the first tune, and meat dealers 
in Oroups 3-B and 4-B, a new 
classification for meat retailers 
who customarily sell at the low- 
est prices, have been required to 
notify their OPS District Office 
pt their group classification by 
May 81. A new retailer must give 
notification within 15 days after 
starting in business. 

On August 1 new ceiling price 
lists win be distributed and post- 
ed in retail stores. Again* in Oc- 
tober, when a further celling 
price reduction of about 4V 2 cents 
a pound Is scheduled, a third set 
of ceiling price lists will be dis- 
tributed and posted. 

Retailers may display the price 
lists as soon as they get their 
copies from the District Offices. 
They may use either the official 
list which will be furnished free 
or one that is an exact copy of 
the official OPS list if the print- 
ing is legible and at least as large.

W. Russell Hatehett, candidate 
for State senator from the First 
District, said in a radio a ddre ss 
but night that if elected he would 
offer a bin authorizing a mini- 
mum of half a minion dollars to 
be used in advertising the Stale 
and that he would introduce leg - 
is," t ion authorising a Beach Eros- 
ion Commission appropriating 
funds necessary for the Commis- 
sion's use in combatting beach 
erosion, not only locally but 
throughout the State where the 
problem exists. 

"1 believe," said Mr. Hatehett, 
"that the General Assembly can 
be shown that aside from the 
State's obligation from an Invest- 
ment point of view, that the rec- 
ord of other states in combatting 
erosion shows our state to be the 
most backward in the nation.

The Code does 
not establish rules for towns or counties, but H WiHte J **** 
cretion of the judge of the circuit court to set up additional polling 
places, presumably with the rules affecting the city as jr V™*"% 
A petition, signed by some 30 voters, has gone to the Judge of 
the Circuit Court of Princess Aime County. Floyd E. Kellam. point- 
ing out the need for a second voting precinct for Virginia Beach, 
where there are some 2.200 qualified voters, and asking him to enter 
an order setting up such a second polling place. This l**l«on was * 
the Judges hands on or about May 22. Judge Kellam has set June 
22 for the date of a hearing on the subject. 

We regret that Judge Kellam did not act at once on the petition 
as Is his power to do. However, since he saw fit to set a date for a 
public hearing a month later, we can see little in the way of argu- 
ment that could be brought against the proposal. 

It la true that with the hearing date set so late, time will be of 
the essence, for the Code states that establishment of additton. 1 pi - 
cincts must take place at least 30 days before an election, if JudstJ 
KellanVs opinion is favorable, as we be!«:.e it will be. this lenvs bit 
a minimum of time for the needed machinery to go into effect— a 
period of some 15 days. This, however, should be no deterrent, for 
. if the precincts are set up on a geographical basis, the registrar, with 
the help of competent assistants, could In a matter of tour or five 
days, locate the qualified voters In their respective precincts (which 
would probably be. say, all those north of 27th Street for one. all 
those south of that line for the second' 

Overbalancing any and all arguments would be the fact that 
the single poll would undoubtedly mean the disenfrencrUsement of 
«w.« y voters. This column has already pointed out that the 780 min- 
ute voting day (from 8:S0 ajn. to 7:80 p.m> would be too short to 
allow the voters, of Whom we estimate there are 2.200 in Virginia 
Beach, to east their ballots. 

Some have argued that the cost to the county (around $800) 
would be too high to set up the new act of books. Is there even a 
remote possibility that the Judge would take seriously such an argu- 
ment which would set a cash value on the rights and freedom of 
American cltiaens to east their votes? We do not believe so. To bring 
up such arguments negates the American way Of thlnking-that our 
mmt precious possession, along with our freedom, is our ballot. 

We look forward to a favorable decision as a result of the June 
itnd hearing.

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EROSION SOLUTION? 



A reader friend from Birmingham, Alabama, has sent us a clip- 
ping from the Birmingham News for Sunday. June 8. in which there 
is an account of how one state^Whipped a serious erosion problem, 
and a wide sand beach was buuT ap. Because so many of our readers 
are interested in the problem, we reprint parts of the story below. 

"For years now, the Gold Coast of Mississippi has had every- 
thing to lure tourists— everything except a beach. With the exception 
ofpmTor two man-made beaches which accommodated only the 
guests of the larger hotels, there was no beach to speak of. Nothing 
but a seawall. And part of the seawall was damaged in the 1847 hur- 
ricane. 

"The so-called beach was little more than a sore spot. The various 
Chambers of Commerce had to play up the year-around climate, the 
abundance of hotel accommodations, the historic spots such as the 
Jefferson Davis home and the Tullls Oak, and. of course, the splendid 
fishing. 

"Many persons who came here for the first time were disappoint- 
ed in finding there was no beach, no place to go swimming, no place 
to get the most out of the sun. 

"Bui before long it will be different. You can see the change day 
by day. Because with every sunset. MM more feet of beach Is being 
added. Working from both directions, the dredging is progressing 
about 400 feet a day each way. 

•The sand at first lsnt pretty. It is dirty and oily. Looks like the 
sand you'd find in a creek around Birmingham. But after the bull- 
doeers level it off and the sun and water have worked on it a few 
days, it becomes almost snow white, just like sand you'd And at Day- 
tone Beach, or at Alabama's Gulf Shores. 

"The sand is dredged from a barge off shore and piped into place. 
It Is a twin operation. First, the sand is dredged about 100 feet from 
the highway— U. 6. Highway 90 which runs from Mobile to New 
Orleans. Then it is dredged through separate pipes to a spot about 
850 from the road. When completed, the beach will be 300 feet wide. 
This new development has caused Walter Fountain, acting presi- 
dent of the Biloxi Chamber of Commerce and other chamber and 
cfvfc leaders to predict that the new beach will bring millions of 
dollars to new revenue to Mtonnwinpl.

A veteran must be in training 
by the deadline if he wants to 
continue afterwards. VA will eon- 
skier him in training, even though 
he has temporarily interrupted 
his course for the summer vaca- 
tion or for other reasons beyond 
his control, such as re-entry into 
military service. Once he com- 
pletes or discontinues his proram 
of training after the cut-off date, 
he may not start another course. 

Also, he must meet these re- 
quirements: 

He will.be expected to pursue 
his training "continuously until 
completion, except for conditions 
which normally would cause in- 
terruption by any student.". 

He may change his educational 
objective "only while in training 
and then for reasons satisfactory 
to the Administrator." 

The July 25 cut-off date ap- 
plies to World War n veterans 
discharged before July 35, 1347. 
Veterans discharged after the 
1947 date have four years from 
the date of discharge In which to 
begin OI Bin training. Most vet- 
erans in both groups, however, 
must finish training by July 39, 
1956, wind-up of the program.

He school facilities." 

"We charge that the present 
archaic and outmoded system of 
appointing those in charge of op- 
erating schools is largely re- 
sponsible for the present inade- 
quate and inefficient school sys- 
tem and for the lack of adequate 
planning for the future," Mr. 
Abemathy asserted. 

fie pointed to conditions in not 
only the white schools but the 
Negro schools of the county, de- 
claring that "surely no one who 
is familiar with the circumstances 
could contend that we have an 
efficient system of free public 
schools in Princess Anne County" 
as Is called for by the Constitu- 
tion of the State. 

He rioted that in Bayside School 
the children are being sent to 
school In shifts; at Kempsviue 140 
children are being accommodated 
in a one-room building having a 
small partition In back, without 
adequate heating, lighting and 
toilet facilities. He v eto e d c on cern 
at the danger , Inherent to the 
children attending Oceana School 
as well as the deterioration of 
efficiency of both student and 
teacher because of the proximity 
to the Jet bate at rIAAS, Oceana. 

Mr. Abemathy contended that 
an elected school board would 
promote better schools, since they 
would be answerable to the peo- 
ple. Noting that he did not blame 
the present school board In the 
county for the inadequacies of 
the school system in the county, 
he says that "their actions are 
likewise limited by and subser- 
vient to thdte by whom they 
have been appointed."

The increases partly reflect sub- 
stantially higher tanker transpor- 
tation costs. The action is neces- 
sary, the OPS said, to avoid op- 
erational imp a irment of defense 
facilities. Residua] fuel ofb are 
used for power generation, by 
military installations and indus- 
trial establishments, as a bunker 
fuel for ships, and to some ex- 
tent as a heating fuel for com- 
mercial and residential buildings. 

The new ceilings are set by 
Amendment 2 to Celling Price 
Regulation 17. which was issued 
and became effective June 4, 1961. 

The order is the first to fix dol- 
lars-and-cents ceilings for petml- 
aum products. When OPS Jed 
CPR 17 on April 5, it was ■fin - 
tent to establish specific dniings 
for petroleum products wherever 
and as soon as possible, for reas- 
ons of clarity and enforceability. 

Celling prices under CPR 17 did 
not give account to higher costs 
for tanker transportation. Resi- 
dual fuel oil is normally supplied 
by tanker transportation to the 
Atlantic Seaboard from refinery 
centers on the Qulf Coast and by 
imports from Venezuela and the 
Netherlands West Indies, to ad- 
dition, area supplies come from 
local refinery centers operating 
on domestic crude oils, supple- 
mented by crude imports.

Authentic 1 7th Century Kitchen 
On View it Theroughgeod Home

The restored colonial kitchen 
of the Adam Thoroughgood Home 
s open to public view on Batur- 
1sy and Sunday afternoons be- 
tween 1 p.m. and S p.m. 

Choking In a colonial, fireplace 
Is not unlike cooking out-of- 
doors. - 

Let us go to the Adam Thor- 
oughgood kitchen and see what 
(here is there in the way of cook- 
ing utensils. Records show that 
our ancestors, the pioneers, had 
about as many gadgets to cook 
With as we do today. A Philadel- 
phia store as early as 1845, or 
over 100 years ago, listed more 
than 160. There was a gadget for 
each process in cooking: one for 
stewing, one for braising, for 
roasting, broiling, boiling, toast- 
ing, frying, baking, brewing, can- 
dying and drying. 

The first thing to catch the eye 
at the side of the huge fireplace, 
with its spacious warming ovens, 
is the waffle iron; not a large 
one like Orandma had which she 
could set on top of her iron cook- 
ing stove, but an individual one, 
the size of a single waffle with a 
two-root handle, all made of Iron 
from the early foundries in Vir- 
ginia. With these two essentials 
at hand, have you the necessary 
ingredients to satisfy the hungry? 
DM you hoard a bag of Hour? 
Have you any baking powder? If 
the chickens are so scared and 
they wont lay. do you have any 
powdered eggs? And do you know 
how to use the powder? How 
about powdered milk? Is the oM 
well in working order? Or is there 
a supply of precious water in the 
five-gallon demijohn? Or perhaps 
you couM make griddle-cakes on 
the 18-inch iron griddle which 
couM rest over the open fire on 
its three-inch legs. 

But let us forget the inner-man 
for a while and note the other 
guaint gadgets in the kitchen. 
There are whale-oil lamps, hand 
warmers, foot warmers and a bed 
warmer, a pewter tea service, rare 
china, a weern m the corner, and 



on the hearth a spice grinder, as 
well as many other useful gadgets. 
Within the brick walls of this 
old, old house, traditionally built 
between 1640 and 1600. are 
charming authentic simple fur- 
nlshings such as were used to the 
latter part of the 17th century. 
The beautifully hand-carved hard 
pine wainscoting In halls and hy- 
ing room speaks well of the work- 
manship and artistic touch of the 
pioneer builders; their cleverness, 
too. in devising a secret passage 
behind the wainscoting for es- 
cape from hostile Indians. 

If you wish to spend an inter- 
esting half-hour, plan to visit the 
Adam Thoroughgood House any 
Saturday or Sunday afternoon be- 
tween 1 and 6 p.m. It is located 
on the Lynnhaven River to Bay- 
side, Princess Anne County. Its 
beautiful wooded lane opens into 
Route 13-Y between Chesapeake 
Junction and Bobbins Corner.

Stoppage Causes 
Little Inconvenience 



Interruption of service was at a 
minimum at the local telephone 
exchange during the brief work 
stoppage on Wednesday, accord- 
ing to W. W. Stroud, manager of 
the local Chesapeake and Poto- 
mac Telephone Company branch 
office.

In the meantime, J. Rhodes 
Mitchell, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the C. St P. of 
Virginia, issued the following 
statement to the press: 

"Work stoppages were called by 
the union Monday In Roanoke, 
Norton, Fredericksburg and Pen- 
nington X3ap; Tuesday in War- 
renton, Leesburg, Fairfax. Vienna, 
Hampton, Newport News and Wil- 
liamsburg; and on Wednesday to 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Suffolk, 
Cape Charles, Virginia Beach and 
Onancock. 

"Interference with telephone 
service by such action shows a 
complete disregard for public wel- 
fare, health and safety. 

"Outing bargaining discussions, 
the union has presented d e mands 
for a 10 per cent wage Increase 
and numerous other changes Jn 
its contract concerning such mat- 
ters as restricting the wort of 
supervisory employees, selection 
of employees for promotion, and 
arbitration procedures. Accept- 
ance of many of these demands 
would seriously interfere with the 
company's ability to manage the 
business to the best Interests of 
the public. 

The company has offered the 
union substantial wage increase. 
The union, however, has injected 
this offer maintaining tftat even 
if the company sun its full de- 
mand for a 10 per cent wage in- 
crease such an offer would not be 
acceptable unless an agreement 
satisfactory to the union was also 
reached on many of the other 



"The company agrees that the 
employees represented by this 
union are entitled to wage in- 
creases in view of the higher wage. 
rates now prevailing In the com- 
munities in which the company 
operates. The union, however, Is 
not willing to agree to any settle- 
ment which does not include com- 
pany acceptance of other union 
demands which would seriously 
interfere with our ability to pro- 
vide good telephone service.". .

We believe that the gentlemen on the County Electoral Board 
and the Judges of Election whom they appoint should be like good 
old Caesar's wife— above reproach. 

We find however that in Princess Anne County these gentlemen 
have continued to put themselves to the unenviable position of being 
open to criticism because they have not always avoided situations 
whkh could be interpreted wrongly. 

We are wondering about the reported presence at the meet- 
ing at which judges and clerks for the polls are named of candidates 
for election.

Their choice of judges of elections has long beer Often to ques- 
tion. During last Summer's councilmsnic election at Vtrgn.n Bei ih, 
as an example, the candidates opposing the Mach ns-macf l.n: -i- 
bents. petitioned the electoral board to select one o: a Est ex ^ eial 
submitted to them to act as judges. 

The petition went to them in the proper f^rm and wlhln ihe 
prescribed time limit. However, the Board did rut se: fir, to pnut die 
petition, even though the Board promised to do so, bat la'.er reported 
"They weald not let as do It." The Viiylnli. Election Laws sp'?:Jkally 
provides that in such an event "it shall be the duty of the electoral 
board to appoint one of such persons to serve as judge of election 
at such voting place for the term prescribed by law. . . . The members 
of any electoral board who shall willfully fail to comply with this 
requirement (the law continues) shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than one 
hundred nor more than five hundred dollars. . . ." 

Interesting, Isn't It? 

Furthermore, and again we speak of the Virginia Beach precinct 
/or we are more familiar with It, one of the Judges, who has continued 
in office year after year, hat rightly or wrongly been accused of hav- 
ing too Intimate a knowledge of the workings of the underworld of 
illegal clubs and gambling joints, much too close a connection, ac- 
cording to these same accusations, to be a fair Judge. This gentle- 
man advertised to the world some years ago this connection by caus- 
ing to be published a guest list of a party at which he was host— this 
same gdest list containing the names of the notorious gentlemen of 
our own little half-baked underworld. 

We protest that the Electoral Board should take these things 
into consideration, and not foist upon the public gentlemen of his 
reputation. 

We would like to suggest to the Electoral Board that a good book 
to curl up with would be these same Virginia Election Laws— they are 
good reading. If they do not have a copy, the Mews will be most happy 
to loan them the copy we have, provided they promise to read the 
sections about the duties of their office.

The Virginia Advisory Legisla- 
tive Council Committee on sea- 
food preMtms has announced a 

fifth pubue hearing would be held 
at the Accomack County Court 
Bouse at • pm. Friday. June at. 

Previous hearings have been 
held at Kastville. Newport News. 
Gloucester and Kilmarnock in 
the committee's study which was 
authorized by the last General 
Assembly. The information as- 
sembled on the conservation, re- 
plenishment, production and mar- 
keting of oysters, fish, clams and 
other seafood will provide the 
committee with the background 
data for its recommendations to 
the legislative session of 1952. 

Increased State regulation has 
been recommended by a number 
of spokesmen at the earlier hear- 
ings. Some of the specific suggest- 
ions Were for stricter regulations 
on trawling, an increase in the 
legal size of fish, correlation of 
Virginia and North Carolina regu- 
lation of shrimp trawlers and the 
planting by the State of more 
seed oysters. Many other suggest- 
ions were taken under advisement 
by the Commission. 

Delegate Paul Crockett, of 
Yorktown, is chairman of the 
committee. 

The committee is especially in- 
terested in hearing from everyone 
as to the administration of the 
laws concerning seafood, enforce- 
ment of the laws regulating the 
taking of oysters and fish, the 
licenses required of those engaged 
in the seafood business, the op- 
erations of the Virginia Fisheries 
Laboratory, whether production 
of oysters and fish are declining 
or Increasing, measures which can 
be taken to increase the produc- 
tion of fish and oysters, and other 
matters in connection with the 
foregoing.

"We have no doubt that such 
permission will be forthcoming in 
the Instance of 'kibitzer,' and 
have his letter on file for publica- 
tion when the requested permis- 
sion is granted." 

The aforementioned communi- 
cation to the Sun was written 
under my letterhead and bore my 
signature. The telephone number 
thereon— V 1 r g i n i a Beach 45— 
should not have been too diffi- 
cult to reach in order to obtain 
permission to use my name in- 
stead of Kibitzer.

If the Sun questions my will to 
come "out in the open," it may 
reprint, as the file Is available, 
any or every one of my open let- 
ters for the past two years— all 
signed.

R. W. Lane, county 
committee chairman of the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, said this week. 

He noted that the soil building 
practices carried out in the past 
and those now practiced by local 
farmers are iriereaajhu? yields and 
preparing the land- ^ even high- 
er level defense production, if 
ncecieci. 

This increased production is 
drawing upon reserves of plant 
food that have been built up 
through conservation farming, 
Mr. Lane explained. But he mid 
that this organic matter must be 
returned to the soil if we expect 
to continue the high production 
which the emergency requires. 
That means more cover and green 
manure crops, he said, more rota- 
tion pastures and other good con- 
servation practices. 

Already pasture improvement 
practices, especially stressed by 
PMA in Virginia the past two 
years, are giving increased graz- 
ing and more forage crops. This 
pasture program provides a time- 
ly supplement to the none too 
plentiful feed grain supplies In 
the production of much needed 
meat and dairy products. 

This is one reason why the U. 
8. Department of Agriculture has 
just announced that it will give 
special, attention to a national 
Grasslands Program, Mr. Lane 
said. "Grass has been called the 
basis of all agriculture. Certainly 
it is the base of any balanced 
farming program and essential to 
sustained agricultural produc- 
tion. 
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An important deve l o pment in 
price control of consumer items, 
intended to benefit the consumer 
and the business community, and 
to make enforcement of 
tkms easier, is now 
throughout the nation, according 
to C. K. Wright.

tailer. Such public posting will 
also. Office of Price Stabilization 
officials pointed out, simplify the 
task of enforcement since the 
publicly displayed prices can easi- 
ly be checked against records to 
prove that they conform, and 
OPS can be certain that items 
are not being sold at a higher 
level as long as customers know 
what the legal ceiling Is. 

These posted prices take several 
forms. Where it has been possible 
to establish specific dollars and 
cents ceilings for items, identical 
for all sellers of the same clam 
in a region, the posting can be in 
the form of a printed placard 
listing them. When, however, pric- 
es must vary from store to store 
and are established on a cost 
markup basis, which may change 
from time to time, they are dis- 
played by the business man him- 
self, either ticketed on, at or near 
the items to be sold or, as in the 
case of service regulation, posted 
in a placard prepared by the op- 
erator. 

Several retail categories are al- 
ready operating with publicly dis- 
played prices under regulations 
pertaining to them and others 
are required to begin doing so in 
the near future. 

By early summer, posted or 
ticket prices will be displayed for 
commodities and services repre- 
senting a major portion of the 
individual's consumer goods ex- 
penditures, Mr. Wright said. 

Major fields in which consumer 
posting and item marking of pric- 
es are required under existing or- 
ders include: service station gaso- 
line and oil sales, retail grocery 
stores, beef prices, services at re- 
tail, dry goods, household furnish- 
ings, etc.

Charges Made by 
Organization 

Charges County 
Busbies* Goes to 
Machine Group 

Robert Lee 8impsoa, candidate 
for Commonwealth's Attorney of 
Princess Anne County, last night 
accused the machine of conduct- 
ing a "whispering type of cam- 
paign ... a campaign of half 
truths and gross distortions of 
fact," and declared that the boss- 
es of the machine are "interested 
in perpetuating their control over 
the affairs in the county and the 
town" because their businesses 
are being "fed. to a large extent, 
from the public purse." 

tR Ms laVdMbtote radio address. 
s ponsored by the People's Ticket 
at which he Is g oandidate, Mr. 
Simpson answers* charges which 
he said are being made against 
him as part of the whispering 
campaign of the macnine. 

"In the attempt to discredit 
and condemn me the machine has 
been whispering two ridiculous 
accusations, first: that I as a 
member of the Town Council re- 
ceived compensation from a pri- 
vate concern for inducing the 
Council against its wishes to pass 
a certain resolution; second: that 
I violated a law by voting on this 
resolution. Both contentions are 
falsehoods of the greatest magni- 
tude. Ordinarily I would not even 
take the time to answer such 
ridiculous charges.' but in this 
particular case I f el that I must 
do so ina s mu ch as the machine 
has made an issue of it," Mr. 
Simpson declared. 

He explained that the issue was 
brought about when the Town 
Council, along with the Board of 
Supervisors, the City Council of 
Norfolk, and other governing 
bodies p assed remhUtons approv- 
i«a nw lumiupiwn tr tne mid- 
night curfew far beer taverns. 
Mr. Simpson said that in his po- 
sition as counsel for a wholesale 
concern having as a customer a 
group of local ABC licensee he 
had drawn Up in legal form a 
petition to be signed by these cus- 
tomers suggesting that the Coun- 
cil adopt the resolution approv- 
ing the extension of the curfew 
from 11 p.m. to midnight. 

A County Purchasing Agent 

Mr. Simpson proposed that the 
position of county purchasing ag- 
ent be created in order to put the 
affairs of the county on a busi- 
nesslike basis. 

Specifically, he pointed to pur- 
chases from county funds to a 
motor company In which a then 
member of the County Board of 
Supervisors held an interest, 
which amounted to thousands of 
dollars for services performed, 
materials furnished, and quanti- 
ties of various properties, includ- 
ing Jeeps. He also said that dur- 
ing the time he held county of- 
fice and subsequently, "a present 
high State official and political 
boss, formerly treasurer of Prin- 
cess Anne County" is one of the 
partners and owners of a well- 
known insurance company which 
the records show received "many 
thousands of dollars in Insurance 
premiums on various county prop- 
erties." 

"The law provides that these 
insurance premiums should never 
have been paid In the first In- 
stance; now that they have been 
paid, the law provides that this 
money can be recovered with in- 
terest by the county." 

(Mr. Simpson cited the State 
Code in which it is provided: 
"This section provides in sub- 
stance that no county supervisor, 
county treasurer, or any paid of- 
ficer of the county shall become 
interested, directly or indirectly 
in any contract or any profits of 
any contract or in any premium 
or any profits therefrom paid in 
whole or to part by the county, 
or in the sate or furnishing or 
supplies or materials to such 
county. Any contract made in 
violation of any of these provis- 
ions shall be void. The amount 
embraced by any such contract, 
the value of any such supplies or 
materials shall never be paid, or 
if paid, may be recovered with in- 
terest by the county.")

Future Plans Call for 
Building at Corner 
Of 25th and Pacific 



The Virginia Beach Federal 
Savings and Loan Association has 
purchased a site on the southeast 
corner of 25th and Pacific Avenue 
on which will be constructed a 
permanent home for the institu- 
tion. This announcement was 
made this week by W. H. Terry. 
Jr.. secretary - treasurer of the 
Association. 

The site fronts fifty feet on 
Pacific Avenue and one hundred 
feet on 25th Street and was pur- 
chased from H. E. Halstead for a 
consideration of approximately 
$18,000. The depth of one hun- 
dred feet Includes an 8 foot strip 
along Pacific Avenue which was 
a part of the Norfolk Southern 
right-of-way recently purchased 
by the town. The transaction was 
handled by Rufua S. Right of the 
real estate firm of Smith-Oustaf- 
son Ac Terry, Inc. 

According to the secretary, the 
directors of the association are 
now studying plans for the new 
building and nope to begin con- 
struction within the next twelve 
months. However, due to Federal 
restrictions on this type of build- 
ing, it may be necessary to delay 
the project for a further period. 

"Our directors selected this 
site." Mr. Terry said, "because of 
its central location, the ample 
parking space in the area and be- 
cause of the piimo— d develop- 
ment of Pacific Avenue as a main 
thoroughfare. They feel that a 
permanent and properly designed 
home for the Institution is neces- 
sary for its continued growth."

shield wiper blades, the Council 
said. 

Motorists were urged to check 
not only the operation of the 
wipers, but also the effectiveness 
of the blades themselves. This de- 
pends«on clean blades and clean 
glass, and on replacement of the 
blades If necessary. 

The importance of windshield 
smear as an accident cause can- 
not be measured accurately, the 
Council pointed out. but the glare 
of a streaked or smeared wind- 
shield when the sun or approach- 
ing headlights strike It undoubt- 
edly contributes to many mishaps. 

Studies have shown the chief 
cause of windshield smear to be 
an oily film picked op from the 
exhausts of other vehicles and 
from the road surface, the Coun- 
cil said. When a nun starts, dust 
and ordinary dirt are removed by 
the water and the squeegee ac- 
tion of the rubber blade, but the 
oily flan remains to cause smear. 

The film can be removed from 
the windshield by using wax-free 
cleaning solutions and clean wip- 
ing rags, but smear will not be 
eliminated unless the wiper blade 
Is thoroughly cleaned, too. A sur- 
vey of cleaning methods at ser- 
vice stations has revealed that 
Che blade Is seldom given atten- 
tion, although It is coated with 
the same residue of oil, bugs and 
dirt that is found on the glass. In 
addition to contributing to smear, 
the oily deposit on the blade 
eventually will deteriorate the 
live action of the rubber. 

The Council said that motor- 
ists do not understand or are not 
fussy enough about this point. 
Drivers were urged to Insist on 
proper cleaning methods when 
the car Is serviced— an oil-cutting 
cleaning solution, clean wiping 
cloth and careful cleaning of the 
wiper blade itself. 

In fact, the Council advised 
motorists to take the trouble to 
occasionally unhook the blades 
from the arms— a simple matter 
—and scrub them In a mild solu- 
tion of washing soda.

Military Rtqvtsts 
Slate's Processors 
To Reserve Pari 

In a military Set-Aside Order 
received recently by Virginia 
vegetable canners, the armed 
forces have asked processors to 
reserve a definite percentage of 
their 1951 output for the military 
services, according to J. J. Ugon, 
the Virginia Department of 
Agriculture. 

The percentage to be set aside 
ranges from 12 per cent for as- 
paragus to 27 per cent for carrots. 

The order covers the following 
commodities and percentage for 
each commodity as follows: as-

paragus 12 per cent, lima beans 
26 per cent, snap beans- 14 per 
cent, carrots 27 per cent, corn 15 
per cent, peas 15 per cent, pump- 
kin 17 per cent, sweet potatoes 22 
per cent, tomatoes 20 per cent, 
tomato catsup 16 per cent, and 
tomato paste 17 per cent. 

To determine the exact amount 
to set aside, Mr, Ligon says, the 
canner calculates the average 
pack of each commodity during 
the 1949 and 1950 seasons. The 
appropriate percentage is then 
applied for each vegetable. 

The order asks packers to re- 
serve 50 per cent of the set aside 
from the first 40 per cent of the 
pack with the complete order 
coming from the first 80 per cent 
of the season's production. "

The State Highway Department 
this week released figures which 
show that Virginia's hard sur- 
faced secondary road mileage has 
passed the 12,000 mark. 

As of January 1, the road ag- 
ency reported, hard surfaced 
farm-to-market and connecting 
roads in 97 counties totaled 12,- 
092 miles. (Warwick, Arlington 
and Henrico are not In the sec- 
ondary system.) 

Princess Anne County had a to- 
tal of 250.46 miles hard surfaced 
as of that date. 

Highway engineers are cur- 
rently tabulating figures on the 
amount and cost of work needed 
to bring the secondary road sys- 
tem to standards adopted for the 
long - range improvement pro- 
gram. The analysis is expected to 
be completed .this Fall. 

Long-range plans call for hard 
surfacing all roads carrying more 
than 50 vehicles daily, gravel or 
stone surfacing all roads carrying 
between 10 and 50 vehicles, and 
putting a light surface for all- 
weather travel on roads with less 
than 10 vehicles daily. Also, 
bringing all bridges to a mini- 
mum of 10 tons capacity. 

Since the adoption of the ex- 
tra lc gasoline tax in 1946, which 
provided a substantial increase 
for secondary roads, the hard 
surfaced secondary road mileage 
has grown from 7,860 to the pres- 
ent 12,092. 

Engineers pointed out, how- 
ever, that while Virginia has 
made long strides In improve- 
ment of the secondary roads, the 
Increase In prices has kept pace 
with Increased funds and limited 
the amount of work that could 
be done In any one year. This ap- 
plies particularly to midges where 
large sums of money are needed 
for short sections of work.

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The Virginia Travel Council is 
laying plans for an aggressive 
campaign to attract more nation- 
al conventions in Virginia, and 
President George W. Summerson. 
of Bristol, has just announced the 
appointment of Leonard K. Sa- 
ber, of Richmond, as chairman, 
and Edmond H. Brill, of Rich- 
mond, as secretary of a special 
committee on conventions and 
group meetings. 

Kenneth R. Hyde, of Roanoke. 
president of Shenanoah Valley. 
Inc., has been designated as vice- 
chairman. Other members of the 
committee include Sidney Banks, 
•president of the Cavalier-Jeffer- 
son Corporation, Al Lewis, of 
Norfolk, convention manager of 
the Norfolk Association of Com- 
merce, James N. Hunter, manager 
of the Natural Bridge, Jack O 
Metz, manager of sales for the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, 
and Frank H. Briggs, manager of 
the Homestead, at Hot Springs. 

The Council has recently issued 
a convention guide to Virginia, to 
be sent to all national organiza- 
tions holding regional or national 
meetings. It has also developed 
a convention display for use in 
soliciting conventions that has 
been shown at several national 
meetings. 

Mr. Sum m erson pointed out 
that Virginia has never made a 
determined effort to attract na- 
tional conventions and that more 
than 5,000 hold meetings annual- 
ly.

The rate of 80 cents is applied to 
the town tax payers, even though 
the assessed valuation was arbi- 
trarily doubled (at the same time 
all other town taxes were cut in 
half) with the result that the 
people of Virginia Beach pay two 
times what they normally would. 
This excess, according to Mr. Mc- 
Clanan, was to be refunded to the 
town according to promises by 
the county governing body. 

"Mr. W. Russell Hatchett, while 
town manager, went to the coun- 
ty officials and requested that 
this excess tax money be refund- 
ed to the town, as had been pre- 
viously agreed," Mr. McClanan 
continued. "It then became per- 
fectly obvious that In acting in 
the best interests of the town, Mr. 
Hatchett was jeopardising his po- 
sition as town manager. Thic* ac- 
tion on his part did not meet with 
the approval of the machine rul- 
ers and they then brought to bear 
their influence on the members 
of the council whom they con- 
trol, the natural result of which 
is that Mr. Hatchetfs position as 
town manager was brought to an 
abrupt end."

The Princess Anne County 
Board of Supervisors on Monday 
went on record as opposing the 
abandonment of approximately 9 
miles of Route 615 until a new 
route In accordance with the 
wishes of the State Highway De- 
partment and the Board is pro- 
vided. 

The proposed abandonment of 
the road from Oceana sooth came 
as part of the U. 8. Navy's ex- 
pansion plans In connection with 
the Naval Auxiliary Air Station 
at Oceana. The supei ri ser s ' reso- 
lution win go to the Navy Com- 
mandant of the Fifth District, 
the two United States senators 
from Virginia, the representatives 
to the House of Representatives 
of the United States, and the 
highway deportment. 

In It, the supervisors declare 
that the abandonment of the toad 
without suitable replacement 
means "an unlawful taking.'' that 
It will cause Irreparable injury 
and gross inconvenience to those 
living in the area, that lives and 
property will be endangered, that 
250 high school students are time 
transported to the Oceana High 
School. 

Action was taken by the board 
after a delegation from the Oce- 
ana Civic League appeared be- 
fore them protesting the closing 
of the road. The only other route 
south, declared the civic league 
representatives, would cause them 
great inconvenience, taking them 
un half * nrfle bTlrtomla 
Beach. Maurice Simmons present- 
ed the League's petition. He was 
accompanied by Maurice McKen- 
ney and other members of the 
group. 

The supervisors will also ask 
the Navy to give all possible as- 
sistance to the Back Bay drainage 
improvement project. They heard 
a resume of the project from R. 
O. Halstead, State game warden, 
and Col. Aubrey Holmes, soil con- 
servation technician for Princess 
Anne County. 

Col. Holmes reported that since 
the Navy has acquired 19 square 
miles from Camp Pendleton to 
Dam Neck their approval Is re- 
quired. 

The project will divert drain- 
age to a canal to be constructed 
to carry waters northward to Ru- 
dee Inlet. It will improve drainage 
of farm lands in the Back Bay 
area which now suffer severe In- 
Jury when winds back up waters 
to the North Bay. Mo reov er , the 
project Is a wildlife conservation 
measure, in that it will relieve 
North Bay of blackwater from 
the swamplands which, after it 
flows back into Back Bay, pol- 
lutes and stagnates with Urn re- 
sult that It kills the grassei 4>n 
which wild fowl live. 

The county will renew the audit 
contract of M. Lu Goodman, Nor- . 
folk accountant, for auditing the 
county books at a m^mmm 
charge of 91.900. Last year's au- 
dit cost 91.800. 

The board appropriated 94,459 
in matching funds for State-local 
hospitalisation for a six-month 
period; gave 8950 to the King's 
Daughters; approved 91.990 to- 
ward the building of a fire station 
addition at Seatack being bultt by 
the Seatack Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, and 91.000 for the 
Ocean Park Fire Department

The Circuit Court Judge says that he agrees with the Common- 
wealth's Attorney, that Bee. 24-51 applies to the petitioners for a 
voting precinct, not to himself. 

The Governor says the petitioners are an taken care of in See.

THE CASK OP THE COMMONWEALTH VS. THE PEOPLE 

We are interested in the Commonwealth's Attorney's rote In the 
recant taw-precinct fiasco. 

By this time the voters In the county realise that Virginia Beach's 
upwards of 3.000 voters believe they win have an impossible time 
trying to crowd Into the single voting precinct on August 7 to cast 
their votes. 

A petition signed by 30 qualified voters and property owners 
went to Circuit Court Judge Floyd E. Kellam on May 22. He set a 
date for hearing on June 7 for June 22. Note that Sec. 24-40 of the 
Virginia Election Laws says: "Upon the petition of 20 qualified voters 
of a magisterial district of a county ... the circuit court of the coun- 
ty may, in term time or In vacation, IN ITS DISCRETION. . . . alter 
the boundaries of any election district therein, and rearrange, in- 
crease or diminish the number thereof. . . ." 

Note also that there Is no mention of posting notice; that comes 
into the picture in the fifth section following 

Note also that 24-49 is Order (the Judge's that is) to designate 
new district; 24-80 to Posting Copy of Order (the Judge's order 
again); and 84-81 as cited above. Changes not to be made within 

30. days of election; notice required. 

* • * * 

We believe that If the Commonwealth's Attorney had the Inter- 
ests of the people at heart, and not the interests of The Machine, 
he would have been able to give the petitioners a bit of a boost to- 
ward their objective by counselling them as to the proper procedures, 
If he sincerely believes the interpretation of the law to be as he In- 
dicated In court. 

We can scarcely understand why he appeared in court to fight 
the people; why his first words were a motion to dismiss the petition. 
Does not the additional voting precinct aid the cause of the opposing 
factions equally? 

We feel that the Commonwealth's Attorney has demonstrated 
again and again a tendency to forget the people in favor of the 
entrenched interests of the Machine. We deplore the situation, and 
regret that it exists. 

He. above ail persons, should have sympathy with the rights of 
the individual; he, above all persons, should do all in his power to 
protect those rights. It to the law makers and Jaw enforcement offic- 
ers, of which he is one, who have in their hands the power to con- 
tinue the American tradition of freedom for the individual.

In the case of the second precinct, the statement of the head 
of the electoral board to the effect that enough polling places would 
be provided to handle the voters of Virginia Beach comes too late 
to have much weight. 

Perhaps they will be able to handle all of them, but we main- 
tain that the wishes of the electorate were denied; that once again 
the rights of the individual were given a. figurative, swift kick in the 
pants; and that, furthermore, the trend toward autocratic, dictatorial, 
arbitrary rule by the few that make up .the machine must be re- 
versed, and reversed at once if we are ever to be able to hold up our 
heads as decent American citizens.

6eneral Questions Asked 
By Merchants Answered 



The following questions and an- 
swers have been released by the 
Norfolk Office o( Price Stabiliza- 
tion/ I 

v Q. lender what GPS regulation 
does^a bakery shop come, if it 
does not sell any food for con- 
sumption on the premises? 

A. Such a bakery shop would 
come under the provisions of the 
General Ceiling Price Regulation. 
If it did sell food for consumption 
on the premises, it then would be- 
come an eating establishment and 
come under the Ceiling Price 
Regulation 11 for that portion of 
its operation and under the Gen- 
eral Ceiling Price Regulation for 
the balance of its business. 

Q As a small grocery store, do 
we have to report to OPS every 
week on each purchase as- just 
when prices change? 

A. Neither. When there Is a 
change in your net cost, you then 
merely reflgure your ceiling prices 
which you keep at your store (no 
report is required) for inspection 
by an OPS representative on re- 
quest. 

Q. As a small grocer, I can't 
charge as much as the ceiling 
price allows me because of com- 
petition. What can 1 do? 

A. Ton can charge as little as 
you want to, since the regula- 
tions place no "floor" under pric- 
es, but you cannot charge above 
ceiling prices. The ceiling price 
is the highest price allowed; the' 
selling price Is what you actually 
charge, which can be considerably 
leas than the maximum price ai- 



Q. 1 have a small country gen- 
eral store. To what OPS regula- 
tion should 1 conform in hand- 
ling feed for stock, poultry, etc? 

A. You are governed by the 
General Ceiling Price Regulation

Q In the restaurant regulation. 
Ceiling Price, Regulation 11. what 
does "food cost per dollar sales" 
mean? 

A. Food cosi per dollar sales" 
means the ratio between the to- 
tal cost of food and the total 
sales during the appropriate base 
period as outlined in the regu- 
lation. 

Q. Are grocers required to give 
sales slips or receipts for pur- 
chases? 

A. UndeWoPS regulations, if 
you have customarily given pur- 
chasers sales slips or similar evi- 
dence of purchases, you must 
continue to do so. Furthermore, 
regardless of your previous cus- 
tom, you must give a sales slip 
or receipt to any customer who 
asks for it. This evidence of pur- 
chase must show the date, your 
name and address, the quantity 
and name of each food Item sold, 
and the price you charged for 
each. 

Q. Section 3 of Celling Price 
Regulation 11 (food establish- 
ments) refers to taxes. What tax- 
es are meant? 

A. In addition to your selling 
prices, you may collect the 
amount of any sales or similar 
taxes paid by you only If during 
the base period you collected such 
taxes separately from your sell- 
ing price. 

Q. I am a merchant. Why have- 
n't I received the list of celling 
prices I am to use? 

A. There Is no list of celling 
prices as such, since celling pric- 
es are fixed by the regulations. 
Bach merchant must compile his 
own ceiling prices, following the 
regulations which apply to hi* 
type of business. 

Q. I operate a restaurant and 
keep separate my records for 
sales of food and alcoholic bev- 
erages. Under Ceiling Price Regu- 
lation 11, may I now combine 
them, If they are not in excess of 
my food cost for the base period? 

A. No. You must continue to 
keep these records separate. 

Q. Are fresh fruits, vegetables, 
and sugar exempt from OP8 regu- 
lations? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I am a jeweler and under- 
stand that precious stones and 
precious jewelry are exempted 
from OPS regulations. 

A. That is correct. Amendment 
2 to General Overriding Regula- 
tion 5 exempted these, defining a 
"precious" stone as one for which 
the cutter, wholesale dealer, or 
importer sets a price of $25 or 
more; "precious jewelry" is de- 
fined as any article or mounting, 



a component part of which is one 
or more precious stones, when 
the value of the precious- stone or 
stones exceeds the total value of 
the other component parts of the 
finished article. Jewelry made of 
precious metab is not exempted, 
unless it contains precious stones 
of greater va'ie than the other 
components of the jewelry.
